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Sitting Bull 
and Uncle Sam 


4 CCORDING to’a press de 
spatch the “Jaat survivor’ of 
the Custer Massacre in 1876 


han just been killed in his 
seventicth year by an automobile jn 
Toledo, Ohio. That he was the last 
survivor of the Hight is not.quite cor 
rect, because—if the history books 
speak truly—of Gen. George A. Cus 
ter’s own force of 377 cavalrymen 
there were only two survivorsa—a 
Crow scout named Carley, who let 
down his hair, draped himaelf in a 
blanket, snd escaped in the guise of 
a Sioux, and “Comanche,” the war 
charger of a Capt, Keogh. The 
circumstances which ted up to the 
engagement In which Custer's force 
was annihilated In Dakota nearly 
half a century ago were simple 
enough. Gold had been discovered 
in thé Indian territory reserved for 
the Sloux (or Dakotah) indians and 
the whife men coveted it. About 
ihe year 1876 Sitting Bull, accom- 
Danied by two other Siour chiefs, 
Red Cloud and Spotted Tall, visited 
Washington to discuss thejmatter of 
a treaty with President Grant, 
‘The United States Government tried 
4 to persuade the Sloux chiefs to sign 
& new treaty by which the gold 
mines’ of the Black Hills would be 
thrown open to the white men. 

But though Sitting Bull and hia 
companions were feasted and enter- 
tained regally in Washington the 
astute Sloux would not sign away 
their rights; they desired only to be 
left alone. They returned to Dakota 
with the old treaty in force, but 
ininers and adventurers swarmed in- 
fo the Black Hills with the natural 
result that the Sioux came into flerce 
conflict with the white trespassers 
upon their hunting grounds. United 
Btates troopa were sent out aguinst 
the Slouz and drove the Indian ware 
riors from the Upper Yellowstone in- 
to the Big Horn mountains. Uen. 
Custer was then sent forward wilh a 
body of cavalry to rout out the Stoux 
forces, and {on June, 1876, found 
them encamped with thelr squaws 
and families—alt told they have been 

| estimated at 6,000—at a bend fn the 
Little Big Horn river, Custer divided 
his forces into three divisions, one led 
by himself, one by Major Reno, and 
one by Capt, Benteen. The three 
forces were to airike simultaneously 
at the foe. — 

Somebody blundered—it is imma 
terial now who was to blame—-with 
the result that Custer’s division was 
literally wiped out of existence. As 
there were po survivors the story of 
the disaster to Custer's force eventu- 
ally had to be gleaned from the var 
fous Indjan leadera and braves who 
took part In the attack, Sitting Bull 
himself was not actually present at 
the engageinent but was “making 
medicine’ on a hill not far distant 
for the success of hia Oghters. Chief 
Gall, Ralo-in-the-Face, and Crazy 
Horse are sald to have been the Sioux 
leaders who syrrounded the U. 3. 
cavalrymen, closed in op thein, shot 
them down steadily and Onally ran 
jn and exterminated the survivors. 
The Sioux held a great feast that 
night In celebration of their victory 
and had It not been‘for the fact that 
at the feast. Chief Gall quarreled bit- 
terly with Situlog Bull as to whom 
the credit of the triumph belonged 
there {a little doubt but that Major 
Reno's little force would also have 
been deatroyed. According to Raine 
{n-the-Face’s version of the Sight, 
Gen. Custer escaped scalping owing 
to the fact that a few weeks pre- 
viously he had had bis tong, fair 
curling halr cul short, and the 
Indians falled to Identify him. 

A few years prior to (he massacre, 
Capt. Tom Custer, the general's 
brother,. had arrested Rain-in-the- 
Face on a charge of murder. Rain. 
in-the-Face then told bis captor that 
he would vacape and that one day 
de would kill bim and eat his heart; 
and in Rain-in-the-Face’s narrative 
he declares that in the Littl Big 
Horn Gght he did in fact carry uut 
hia threat to the leller. After the 
anthilation of Custer's force the U. 8. 
QGoreroment sent out ea strong puni- 
tive force under Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
which overtook and discomfted the 
Sioux In October. Many of them sur- 
rendered, but Sitting Bull, with four 
or five hundred follgwera, fed north- 
ward into Canada, [Iving there until 
1882 when he at last surrendered to 
the U. 3. military. In 1890 he was 
shot and killed by U. S. Indian police 
while fesisting arrest for creating a 
religions agitation among the Indlans, 
# tragic end for a man of remarkable 
character and intellectual wer. 
During ha residence in Canada he 
was under the supervision of the late 
Major J. M. Walsh, of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, for whom Sitting 
Bull bad very bigh regard and by 
whom the Sioux chlef was much 
admired. 

tt was Major Walsh who diploma- 
tically arranged the interviews and 
communications between Sitting Bull 
and sarlous U. 8. officials and jour- 
nalists from time to time. Sitting 
Bull's respect and affection for the 
British was as profound as his un- 
dying hatred of the U, 8, Government 
which, be said, “had made Afty-two 
treaties with the Slouz and kept none 
of them. Tell them at Washington if 
they have one man who spea the 
truth to send bim to me and Ef will 
Listen to what he hag to say,” Sitting 
Bull was a man of atriking appear- 
ance; about five feet ten, a looked 
nose,.a keén fierce eye, and a pock- 
marked face with an intellectual 
brow. He had a deep-voice which he 

j knew how to use with unusual elo- 
quence. He was a born feader of 
men and exercised tremendous Infu- 
ence over the Sloux by reason of bis 
great personal magnetism and shrewd 
“knowledge of human character, ~

Ancients Loved Display and Had 

Own Methods of Making Thee. . 

‘Fireworks, as we know. them to- 
day, were not known lo antiquity, but 
the’anclents employed works a fre 
In‘connection with. thelr religious 
festivals. : 

The early monarcha of Asia, ac- 
cording to Herofotus, commanded 
that ensigns of fire, considered holy 
and eternal, should be carried at the 
head of their armies on little altars 
of ailver. : 

Fire was used by the Romans In 
their religious rejoicings; but the 
Greeks introduced  illuminations, 
Lighted lamps were held at a certain 
feast In honor of Minerva, who gave 
them off; of Vulcan, thelr inventor of 
lamps; and of Prometheus, who was 
said to have rendered them service 
by the fre which he had stolen from 
heaven. 

Great illumfnations and bonfires 
figured in the Secular Games of the 
ancients. For three whole nights 
there were continuous lights, these 
celebrations taking the form of our 
“Guy Fawkes tight” in triplicate, 

Fireworks, in the modern sense of 
the word, can be fraced back to the 
close of the thirteenth century, They 
were called “feux de joie,” and were 
invented soon after the introduction 
of gunpowder, - 

Ic may be‘assumed that we really 
owe Sreworks to the Florentines and 
Slenese. They began thelr feasta of 
St. John the Baptist and the Assump- 
tfon with wooden edifices, adorned 
with palnoted atatues, and from the

beautiful fre, Dragons, swans, 
eagies, etc., bullt on such a large 
scale ax lo carry many persons, were 
also made to emit amusing fireworks, 
In Rome, at the creation of the 
Popes, illuminated “hand grenades”

One means of solving the problem 
of unemployment fs for ihe Govern: 
ments of Canada to begin the long- 
averdue task of preparing its bu: 
landa for settlement in the clay be 
of the north.- Owing to summer 
frosts, farming of northern eal | 
jands has largely been a waste of 
time and money. Only by clearing ! 
whole arcas will this barrier to set- | 
Uement ever be overcome, nell 



























under present conditions, whereby 
each settler clears a amall patch, is 
putting the cart before the 
and ({s wholly unwarranted, “ati es 
65 per cent. of each lot in carefully 
selected townships should be cleared 
by means of large gangs living in 
community camps. Hereln iles one 
solution of unemployment, now 
aialking before use daily in’ the 
breadlines of the cittes. Work 
could thus be provided, particularly 
in the fall and winter months, as 
well as during special periods of un- 
employment, This policy of extended 
land-clearing should not be simply an 
emergency measure, but should en- 
gnge the attention of the Federal and 
local Governments the whole year 
round. Should any of the workers at 
these community camps wish to re- 
main on some of the cleared lots they 
could be sold to them on easy terms. 
For the next 20, 30, yes, and for 60 
years, land-clearing Im preparation 
for future settlement should be an 
urgent and essential department of 
every Government in the Dominion. 

The big Industrial plants of the j 
Dominion, as wel) aa the Gorern- 
ments, can asaist in this great under- | 
taking. Every large Industry should 
apply for a whole township or more 
im the bush-lands. Land-clearing 
might beimade a business depart- 
ment of many Canadian enterprises 
employing greal numbers of workers. 
Instead of “laying-gf"’ men when & 
pinch comes, they could establish ; 
large land-clearing camps and home- { 
stead by proxy. in this way an out- 
let would be provided for a consider- 
able percentage of the able-bodied 
employes now turned into the streets. 
If as ably handled as other depart- 
ments of the business, the land-clear- 
ing department would undoubtedly 
prove remuperative. Lumber, tles and 
Dulp will always Sod « ready market 
in Canada as well as in the bordering 
States. 

The farmers, tou, cad take a very 
real part in this permanent policy for 
releving unemployment. Let thor- 
sands of Individual farmers apply for 
bush lots of 160 acres each in the; 
clay lands. All applications should be 
localized In townships moat sultuble 
tor future settlement. At convenient 
centres (n such townships the Govern- 
menta should provide comfortable | 
and altractive community caps. 
Farm hands should be hired by the | 
year. Instead of being turned adrift 
when the busy season is over, lo 
congregate in the towns and cities, 
they could go north for a short per- 
lod to help in clearing the bush lots | 
of their employera. They would not, 
of course, be asked to live tn shacks | 
on the individual lots. They would 
reside at the nearest community | 




















camp, and share tn al) its soctal 
activities. 

There need be po elaborate pre- 
parution for this work Men in 
charge of a practical bush foreman 
could be sent north at once with 
Warm clothing, tents and sual) 
portable sawmills. A suitable site 
for a community camp could be se 
lected in the centre of each town- 
ship opened, and the necessary 
buildings erected. The work of 
felling trees. cutting Ues. pulpwood 
and other lumber could be started 
immediately. 

Because of existing conditions of 
settlement many men, even among 
the unemployed, are naturally loath 
to face the hardships tovolved. The 
writer Is of the opinion (hat thin pre- 
judice can largely be overcome when 
the men are well clothed and housed 
ip fully equipped community camps. 
Why spend so much on able-bodied 
men In the citles, when an equal ex- 
Penditure in well-organized efforts 
would provide stimulating employ- 
ment to many (thousands in the 
healthier envirogment of the north. 
Well-fed men in comfortable coin- 
munity cainps, not the bread lines of 
the cities, is the solution. 

Let Canada for all time abandon 
the foullsh policy of homesteading 
her bush clay lands ty Ya dividuals, | 
working separately ugainst unequal 
barriera.

'T think, with no greater population 
‘than Belleville; that can boast of hay- 
ing such a fine municipal! building. 
Now I shall mention fust two things 


























































as evidence of the costiiness and mag- 
nificance of this building. In the first 
place the painting of the outside wood 
k& op this structure last summer 
cost “the large sum of two thousand 
three hundred dollars. This would {n- 
dicate to those who had never seen 
tho bullding that it must be of an 
immense aise. 

Then, secondly, the main front door 
which was placed on to this bullding 
last summer cost the city one thous 
and and forty-six dollars and three 
cents (1046.03). This alone’ would Im- 
press on the minds of those who had 
never seen our market and city build- 
ing the idea that Belleville {a a place 
of enormous wealth, and that our prin 
cipal corporation bullding is a thing 
of beauty, and everlasting joy. More- 
over, luckliy wo have in this bullding 
a very large burglar and ‘fire-proof 
vault which cost several hundred dol- 
lare, which is situated om the ground 
floor. Now right bere I wish to strong 
ly suggest to our ney Mayor that he 
make a strong effort to have the afore 
sajd valuable triplicate door taken 
apart and placed in that vault every 
night before it gets dark so that it 
will rest safely nights where thioves 
cannot break through and steal, for 
there In sufficient brass on-this.very 
ornamental door to make it worth 
while to do so. This reminds me that 
some years ago a certain live wire in 
the shape of an siderman conceived 
the idea of having at the expense of 
several thousand doWars a large new 
gesholder constructed for owr munici- 
pal gas works. Weill strange to say 
| tats gas holder was never installed, 
but after the parts were made ready 
for setting up for some Feason not 
generally known it was stored In the 
basement of our city dullding and a 
few years later was sold for scrap 
fron. Now I cannot help bot remark 
that any “old fossil" whould know bet- 
ter than manage the city affairs In 
such an incompetent madner. But all 
t things have helped to bring our 
ta: wp ta four cents on the doller 
of our assessment as et present. And 
this high rate of taxation acle as a 
deterrent. because many would-de-in- 
vestors In real estate naturally fee! 
that by locating here they would be 
espousing a beavy burden. or figura- 
tively speaking would be tying them- 
selves to a millstone. Besides this 
many have left here for the same rea- 
von. 

Although T think Major Ponto 
handled hjw side of the qfestion splen- 
didly, arid with a good deal of what 
he sald I heartily agree, nevertheless 
1 got the impression thet if all his 

ugxestions were carried out, or sven 
as good part of them, the city would 
be so completely averwhelmend with 
Hebt that the ond of it would never be 
reen for three generations at jeast and 
‘besides this our taxes would bave to 
be greatly increased if allowed by law. 

Major Ponton deprecated very 
atrongly the fact that our rallways 
were constructed through the most dl- 
lapidated and uninviting parts of the 
city. Well, Major, tell us where you 
would have them focated. I [eel that 
in order to carry out Mr. .Ponton’s 
{dea the C.N, and the C.P. should run 
down Highland Avenue and then east 
erly to the end of Bridge street east 
and onward casterly, Major Ponton 
should be aware of the fact that most 
other cities are similarly conditloned 
as wo are In respect of their railways 
running through the worst parts of 
their towns and cities. Even Toronto 
is afflicted similarly. We must not 
overlook the fact that the rallway com 
panies paid out a very large amount 
of money for unsaleable: properties, 
and some of them almost useless ahd 
enhancing the value of all other pro- 
perties also in Foster ward and “saw. 
dust twine”, which would not likely 
hare been the case in a hundred years 
if the railways had not chosen that 
route. It was simply a most fortunate 
event for that part of the clily and 
many of Its residents, asying nothiog 
of the splendid shipping’ facilities as 
well that these roads have provided 

ot the city.

‘Place Names 
in Alberta.‘ 


T is generally believed that South- 
ern Alberta was first visited by. 
white men who came to trade 
with the Indians. Montana miners 
eontend, however, that members of 
their own craft were the first to break 
the train Into the open range coun- 
try. Miners’ toola have been dis- 
covered near the base of Chief Moun- 
tain, an@ the remalns of alulce-boxee 
have been found along numerous 
mountaln streams. These prospectors 
returming, told of failure in their 
quest for gold, but related stories of 
Yast prairies where huge herds of 
buffalo roamed, and where their 
akina could be obtained for almost 
nothing from the artless Indians, 

An incident connected with the 
eoming of one of these parties Is said 
to be responsible for the naming of 
Pincher or Pincher Creek. In 1886 
& Party of eleven prospectors set out 
from Sun river, with all their horses 
freshly shod, Intending to go right 
through to Edmonton. By the timd 
they had reached the Canadlan boun- 
dary Jine many of the shoes bad worn 
loose, so One night, while encamped 
on the bank of an unknown stream, 
the leader produced a pair of plocers 
and, to the great relief of the hayes. 
removed every shoo that ri 
Ho packed all- the loose horse-shocs 
fnto a sack but through an oversight 
left the pincers lying on the ground, 
Nine years later a party of Mdunted 
Police going over the same ground 
found the forgotten pincers, and from 
that time on the stream has been 
called Pincher Creek, 

Many, other places in this locallty 
have been named in a similar mane 
ner. At Whoop-up, a band of Indians 
attacked a party of traders ip a 
“eache’’ or thiding-place in the 
ground. By making a great nolse the 
whites led the redakins to believe that 
the cache was full of men, and the 
threatened atlack was postponed un- 
ul) a more auspicious occasion. Stand~- 
Off is said to have recelyed ita name 
from the fact that the traders stood 
off ao lurge attacking party, while at 
Blide-Out they were able to make 
thelr escape unharmed.

‘ who helped to bullt Fort Whoop-up, 
| claims that this popular story of the 


nauiing of Stand-Of and Slide-Out ls 
His version is that “Liver. 
eating’ Johnson and the Myers bro- 
thera outhitted with wiiskey from

the South Plegan Reserve in Mon- 
tana, There they were discovered 
and called upon to surrender by Ip- 
; dian Agent Armitage and U. 8. Mar- 
shal Hard. They refused and drew 
thelr guns whereupon Armilege calle 
ed out to his companion, “All right, 
marshal, bring up those soldiers.” 
The traders knew that there were 
no soldiers within a hundred miles, 
and decided to stand fast, When 
they Gnally reached thelr ultimate 
destination on the Belly River, they 
to call thelr trading-poet

encounter. Mr. Houk says that tha 
other post, about twelve miles up the 
river, was named by the Myers bro- 
thers who “slid out” ope bight with 
their proportion of the stores. 

Theae American traders nade regu- 
lar raids apon the herds of buffalo 
then roaming the ranges, but most of 
the pelle were obtained from the In- 
dians who were only too eager to 
exchange a buffalo-hfde for an an- 
clent musket or a jug of fire-water. 
Many namea in Southern Alberta are 
of Indian origin though they appear 
In Engtiah guise. The Old Man River, 
for instance, is a stream whose chan- 
nel waa dug by the Creator or "Old 
Man” who lingered a long time in 
the mountains before venturing down 
into the prairie country. 

Medicine Hat is another case in 
poiot. The [odlan distinguishes as 
“good medicine’ or “bad medicine” 
anything that he believes will change 
bis fortune for betler or for worse. 
An Indian bunts all day without suc- 
eccoas, but toward nightfall he Ands an 
empty rifle shell, and a moment later 
he gets a shot at bis game, This 
cood luck, he belleves, comes to hin 
as the result of Onding that empty 
cartridge. it ta “good medicine” and 
be will probably wear It as a charm 
about hin neck unlil his dying day. 

Once a Blackfoot chief, whone tribe 
livéd in the region now known as 
Beven Persons Creek, had such a 


a iaugh that enswered the barefooted | cysrm in the form of a hat made of 


feathbera. When he wor this head- 
plece in battle he waa invincible, But 
alas, a dark day came when he lost 
his “medicine hat."

Enforced 0.1.4.) * 6 Bandits: Who 


Barge Selzures of Liquor Made and 
Heavy Fines Collected—1,222 
: Convictions Secured 

Toronto, Jan., 20.—That the Ont- 
Brio provincial police force haa not 
been wholly inactive in the enforco- 
ment of the Ontario Temperance Act 
is shown by the annual report which 
Superintendent Joseph E. Rogers hax 
placed in the hands of the Attorney- 
General. During the past fiscal year 
the force seized 22,314 bottles of whis- 
key, one keg of whiskey, 219 bottles of 
beer, also four barrels and twa kegs 
of heer, five gallons of high wines and 
54 gallona of alcohol. all of which was 
turned over to the License Depart- 
ment, 

The force during the year scoured 
418 conviction, for B.0.T.A, Fines 
were imposed for D.0.T.A. to the es- 
tent of $116,203. Under the Inland 
Revenue Act, for manufacturing liq- 
nor, ‘87 convictions were secured, and 
fines impcaed to the amount of $6,610. 

HUNTING RUM-RUNNEIS 

Dealing with the poses of 
special conatahles, who were nol mem- 
hers of the Ontario provincial police 
forces, but who were sent to Windsor 
and the border cities under Inspector 
Stringer, of the Criminal [nvestigat- 
ion Department, for the purpose of 
assisting in the “round wp" of the 
alleged rum-runners, Superintendent 
Rogers says that between August + 
and September 24 last they handled 
10% protecutions and only had three 
dismissals.. The fines imposed for var- 
ious offences under the Criminal Code 
and tho ataluter of Ontario smount- 
ed to $11,606. Of these 47 presecut- 
ions wore under the O T.A, and 38,882 
was collected in finrs, The salaries of 
the special men and the expense of 
the offcera engaged in this wark 3; 
mounted to $3,517, leavi a surplas 
of $8,089 to the province. 

The total amount of fines imposed 
in all casea handled by the force for 
the year was $135,838, an increase of 
$54,605. This is the highest figure in 
fines since the force waa organized.

Millions are Needed 


"to Meet CNR. Deficits 


Frank Glass, M.P., Tells of the Gov- 
¢rnment's Finances After Visit 
To Ottawa 

London, Cist., Jan. 22.—That the 
policy of the Federal Government ix 
to spond uo money on public buildings 
until costs recede, even for the pur- 
Pose of creating improved emplor- 
ment conditions, is the information 
given to Frank Glam, M.P., by the 
Minister of Public Works, and the 
Minister of Financo, 

Mr. Glass has just returned from 
Ottawa where he pressed Lontlon's 

,_ claims for an carly commencement on 
the. new Foderal-builling. 

Te ig ‘stated that the Government 
will carry out only the moxt necosary 
harbor imprormeuts and other public 
works, but that no buildings will be 
erected until revenue is sufficient to 
take care of expenditures without 

. further borrowing. The Gorernment 
claims that money now being borrow- 
ed is too dear and that building costs 
will come down. 

While the Governmental revenues 
aré gaining tremendously, expendit- 
ures are mounting as rapidly cepercial- 
ly in connection with the Canadian 
National Riilwars. From $60,000,000 
to $70,000,000 inust be provided to 
meet the deficits of that account 
alone.

CANADA'S NATIONAL EMBLEM 
‘POSSESSES BRAINS. 2 


Clever Little Animal, That Did the 

Firet Engineering Work on, This 

4 Continent, Played an<Important 

Part In the History of North 

America = The Gregt Astor For- 

tune Was Founded on Beaver 
Skins, 


T is not generally known that the 

* beaver, our national emblematic 

, animal, founded the great Astor 

fortune, It was with money op- 
tained by buying and selling beaver 
akina that John Jacob Astor got his 
Start. In fact the beaver once bad 
a very large place in the life of this 
continent, and {t ig estimated that 
ové? a hundred rivers and creeks in 
America bear its name. It Im eatl- 
mated that when the English-speak- 
ing population of what is-now Can- 
adg would not have made a good als- 
ed town, there were upwards of one 
huadred million beaver on this 
continent. 

Beaver skins were one of the chief 
mediums of exchange among the ear- 
Mest settlers of this country. They 
were the standar@ by which’ guns, 
sugar and cattle we: 
for nearly 300 years 
most Important exports‘of both coun- 
tries, ‘These skind were used chiefy 
inthe manufacture of beaver hats 
such as Sir Oliver Cromwell wore, 
or as Shakes: described as the 
eadplece o: "a father, 

Kingsford's istory of Canada” 
says that in the eighteenth century 
Canada exporied moderate quantitica 
of timber, wheat, gimseng root and 
mmodities, but from first to 
@ ilved largely on beaver 
Horace T. Martin, formerly 
Secretary of Agriculture for Canads, 
saya of the beaver’s part in Canadian 
development that from the beginning 
that animal “has been associated 
with the Industria! and commercial 
development, and indirectly with the 
social life, the romance and, to a 
considerable extent, with the wars of 
the country." 

The beaver is undoubtedly one of 
the most Interesting and picturesque 
af common animals, and yet, contra- 
&etarily enough, one adout which 
tery little popular knowledge and a 
great deal of miginfortiation are cur- 
rent. He has been the Object of 
legislation In the United States. 
Twenty-four states in all have yoted 
him legal protection, and the Cana- 
dian Government has also passed 
laws almed against the danger of his 
extermination. 

It ls when be standa erect that the 
beaver presenis the beat appesrance. 
Then his rather awkward, powerful 
Sgure has the happy and childish 
eagerness of the chipmunk“and the 
slert and capable—attitide of the 
listening gristly bear. The average 
deaver is about thirty-eight inches 
ip length and weighs about ihe same 
number of pounds. The color of his 
fur is a reddish brown, sometimes 
shading Into a dark brown and more 
rarely a black. His tail is his most

The beavers’ eara are ahort and 
rounded, bis hind feet webbed like a 
duck’s and his forepaws handlike. 
He ts accomplished tn the use of his 
forepaws. handling mud and sticks In 
them with great dexterity, His teeth 
are large, strong, and have self- 
sharpening enamel edges. 

Beavers are swift and agile swim- 
Qaers and h no trouble in nego- 
Vetlng 200 yards under water with- 
out once coming to the surface for 
alr. His food ia almost entirely the 
taner berk of such water-loving trees 
the cottonwood an@ the 
willow. Every fall the members of 
al] beaver colonies collect a pile of 
these woods sufficient to supply their 
needs throughout the winter months 
of fee-enforced inactivity, These food 
stores they anchor In the ponda form- 
ed by their dems, 

The beaver ilves in a house, or 
ledge, which he builds by clawing 
eut s chamber Ip a domelike mound 
of aticks and mud. The diameter of 
these houses ranges from five to 
thirty-five feet, according to the 
umber of beavers that are going to 
occupy them. The foundation is 
usually built on the bottom of the 
pond, the height of the portion above 
the waterline varying from three to 
seven feet. The walls of the house 
are made of mud and turf, reinforced 
with polelike The beavers 
Keep these walla in repair, and when 
they are frozen they are as strong 
as concrete. A house commonly has 
two entrances, but may have as 
Many as five, All these entrances

KINGSTON, Jan. 29.—Patrick Buras and his two little sors were 
burned in a lire which destroyed their home last aight. 

The fire started after midnight, and is supposed to have been caused 
by Burns throwing a liglted match among some paint cans stored under 
tue stajrway. 

To save little Arthur's life, Burns threw the child through an upstairs 
window to the ground. [Before this he had carricd his wife to safety and 
had come back to try to save her children. One of them he did save from 
the clutches of the flames by adopting hervic measures, but overcome 
with the heat and smoke he perished with tue other two. 

Mrs. Patrich Burns, who with ber seven-year-old son escaped from 
the fire early this morning, which ctaimed the fives of her husband and 
two other children, was reported to be in a scrious condition this morn- 
fog.

: “The making of maple suger and syrup has become but a memory in 
the recollection of residents in many of the older parts of Canada where 
even the woodlots have given up their places to cultivated fields, The in- 
ustry is still, however, an important one aver large areas in Quebec and 
to a less extent in Ontario and the provinces down by the sega. 

“The importante of the maple sugar industry is scarcely realized in 
many parts of Canada where it has long since ceased to be carried on. 
From 1850 to 1890, according to Dominion statistics, the production of 
maple sugar, together with its equivalent in syrup, increased year by 
year, but since that time it_has steadily fallen. The average yearly pro- 
duction from 1851 to 1861 was about 13,500,000 pounds; from 1861 to 
1871, about 17,500,000 pounds; from 1871 to 1881, 19,000,000 pounds; 
from 1881 to 1891, an average of 22,500,000 pounds was reached. Dur- 
ing the next decade the yearly average [ell- to some 2,200,000 pounds, 
while in more recent years it has dropped to a little lesa than 20,000,900,
